SURVEY SHOWS OWNERS OF LIEBMAN-BUILT HOMES SATISFIED 

In order that no possibility be left unexplored in the Pacific Heights annexa¬ 
tion issue, THE TORCH has undertaken an extensive survey, on an informal 
basis, of the residents of homes built by the organization which is going to 
build in Pacific Heights. The thinking behind this investigation was this: al¬ 
though the annexation looks like a good business deal for the City, it would be 
bad for both the City and the new residents if dissatisfaction were to be found 
among those who have purchased homes from the organization which will 
build the new homes in Pacific Heights. Therefore, residents in various Lieb- 
man-built tracts were interviewed with the following results: 

1. Are you generally satisfied with the home? 

YES, 94% NO, 6% 

2. Do you feel that you received your money's worth? 

YES, 98% NO, 2% 

3. Did the company keep all parts of its deal with you? 

YES, 92% NO, 8% 

4. Do you feel that too many short-cut methods were used? 

YES, 33% NO, 48% NO OPINION, 19% 

5. Have you had good service from the company after purchase? 

YES, 74% NO, 26% 

6. (Asked in County) Do you feel that you would be better off in an incorpo¬ 
rated area? 

YES, 87% NO, 3% NO OPINION, 10% 

7. (Asked in incorporated areas) Do you feel that you would be better off in 
just County territory? 

YES, 1% NO, 99% 

8. Would you recommend one of these homes for a friend? 

YES, 97% NO, 3% 


EDITORIAL 

On September 24, 1956, a new publi¬ 
cation, THE TORCH, was born. Its stated 
purpose was and is to let the truth be 
known by San Bruno citizens. At the time 
of that publication the membership of the 
Citizens' Advisory Council was about 
twenty, and we were keeping our fingers 
crossed that we would be able to scrape 
together enough money to put out our 
publication. 

Now, little more than one month later, 
we have a membership of over one hun¬ 
dred, and are assured ample income for 
at least two publications per month, with 
no single contributor asked for more than 
one dollar per month. No individual is sup¬ 
porting THE TORCH; over one hundred 
are! Truly, this has become an organiza¬ 
tion of independent San Brunans, each of 
whom is vitally interested in the growth 
and welfare of his city. 

The Citizens' Advisory Council of San 
Bruno meets on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of the month in the War Memo¬ 
rial Building in the park, at 8 p.m. All San 
Bruno residents are invited to attend these 
meetings. 

We know that there is another group in 
San Bruno which also purports civic better¬ 
ment as its goal. Yet, it opposes the Pacific 
Heights annexation and snipes at both the 
Mayor and THE TORCH, trying to imply 
that Mr. Fitzgerald bosses the Citizens' 
Advisory Council. Actually, Mr. Fitzgerald 
is not a member, has never attended a 
meeting, and has not given one cent to 
the Citizens' Advisory Council. The same 
can be said for the four other members 
of the City Council. 

This is not to say that these gentlemen 

* re not welcome. All San Brunans are wel- 
ome. This does show, however, that all 
five of these men show the good judg¬ 
ment to refrain from trying to turn this 
group into a joke, by trying either to take 
it over or to kill it. 


Why, then, does the so-called League 
for Planned Progress continue to make 
ridiculous accusations and childish insinu¬ 
ations its stock in trade?

The total area to be covered by these 
homes is 505 acres. 252 of these are in 
San Bruno, and have been for some time. 
The balance of 253 acres lies adjacent to 
but outside the City limits. This annexa¬ 


tion issue is to take in these adjacent 253 
acres, in order to have the whole develop¬ 
ment inside the City—a logical step. 

The City Council voted to annex this 
253-acre parcel on July 11, 1956. How¬ 
ever, a petition was presented to the Coun¬ 
cil subsequently, demanding a referendum 
vote. Hence, this annexation election. 


FIRE PROTECTION 

The location of the new substation at 
Sneath Lane and Earl Street will satisfy all 
requirements of the Board of Fire Under¬ 
writers concerning proper protection of 
Pacific Heights without a change of rating. 


WATER 

Water for this new tract will be supplied 
by purchase fr<5m the San Francisco sys¬ 
tem. This will be Hefch Hetchy water. The 
builder will supply all services, and the 
homeowners will pay $2 per month for 
these lines. This is the same arrangement 
as used by Rollingwood residents at pres¬ 
ent, and will be at no additional cost to 
present taxpayers in San Bruno. 


1. Some residents will have San Bruno 
police and fire protection, while their 
neighbors will not. 

2. The homes will be built to two differ¬ 
ent standards—one that of San Bruno and 
the other that of the County. 

3. San Bruno police will be powerless 
in the non-annexed area. 

4. San Bruno will be unable to control 
drainage from the non-annexed area, and 
will be subject to inundation by water 
and silt. 

5. This split arrangement will be disad¬ 
vantageous to the builder and he will not, 
therefore, make certain concessions to 
the City, the most significant being a con¬ 
tribution to enlarge the Belle Aire sewer 
system, thereby correcting the conditions 
which led to last year's floods at Seventh 
and Angus Avenues. 

Annexation will eliminate all of these 
complications. 


SCHOOLS 

The entire 505 acres are in the Laguna 
Salada Union Elementary District. Ail chil¬ 
dren living in the new tract will go to 
schools in that district. The Laguna Salada 
Union Elementary District has no objec¬ 
tion to the annexation. To be sure, the an¬ 
nexation has no effect on either the La¬ 
guna Salada or San Bruno districts, as the 
homes will be built and occupied, annexa¬ 
tion or no annexation. 


CITY FINANCES 

A report made by the office of the City 
Clerk, based on no tax rate increase for 
San Brunans, shows that this annexation 
will be quite profitable to the City. In brief, 
it will afford the City an annual operating 
surplus (profit) of over $50,000, plus a 
capital improvement of over $40,000.

JOBS

In addition to scores of jobs in retail 
stores, etc., in the new area, the City will 
be able to employ 16 additional persons as 
policemen, firemen, clerks, maintenance 
personnel and recreation supervisors. 
Their salaries have been included in the 
figures quoted under City Finances. a
